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The Mock Marriage. 

The triulH of tho parties concerned in 
the mock marriage, of which we made 
mention last week, were commenced 
on Tuesday and strung out for several 
days. Williams, the man who per- 
formed the ceremony, was held , over 
in $.")00 to the " Circuit Court. Mor- 
gan, the groom, was not sati- 
fled with Judge Thomson and 
Squire McDonald as a court and swore 
them off. Squires W. S. Clark and 
Judge R. E. Gaines, were summoned 
and after hearing the case, also held 
him over in $1,000. Morgan Lane and 
John Heeler, the parties who helped 
the fun, were tried hcfore Judge 
Thomson and Squire McDonald and 
discharged. 

Nannie Phillips, the girl who 
made the dupe of these men, testified 
that she knew all the time the mar- 
riage .\ as a Sham affair, hut neverthe- 
less lived with Morgan as his wife 
until he was arrested, which was an 
entirely different story from the one 
she told when Morgan was first arrest- 
ed. 

We are informed that this is not the 
first time that Morgan has played the 
same game. It is said that several 
years ago he induced a young girl re- 
siding in Shelby county to elope with 
him to Lexington, where a mock 
marriage ceremony was said by his 
brother, and after living with the girl 
two or three weeks, deserted her. He 
has a wife living in Louisville, whom he 
leaves to make a livelihood for herself 
and several children, and goes back to 
live with her whenever it suits life 
convenience. 

Great injustice-was done Mr. Pick- 
ens Tremere in connecting his name 
with tlds affair, as he only wrote a 
statement on a scrap of paper to the 
effect that the parties were entitled to 
be married according to the laws of 
Kentucky, without signing any name 
to it. in order to get rid of the men, 
who were all drunk. He knew noth- 
ing of them and had never seen some 
of them before.

Let the hands of our officers he 
strengthened and -bad men invited to take a 
walk. Let the lives of our men and the 
virtue uf our women be protected. 

The undersigned have secured the consent 
of a brave, bold, ami prudent man to organ- 
ize and lead you. We will wait upon you 
with invitations to become members, which 
should be esteemed a high compliment, as a 
list of only good and true men has been 
carefully prepared to choose from. 

If you can't become a member of the 
Committee give it your moral support. No 
violation of the law' (except in extreme 
cases) is contemplated, but it is to vindicate 
and uphold the law, religion, and good 
morals that this 1 onmittee is proposed. 
I<et its members feci that this task has been 
committed to it by you, and that you will 
stand by tliem until they abuse the trust. 
Remember that "the price of liberty is 
eternal vigilance," and organize promptly. 
In the meantime ex-convicts and unlicensed 
mlnistcis had better get out of the way of 
the procession.
